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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that because a single material 
is used to form the isolation structure there is support for recitation of "no discernable boundary". However, there is a boundary between 
the integral ledge and the remainder of the isolation structure because by labeling the structure as having those two portions there is, as 
a result of the labeling, by definition, something (as a line, point, or plane) that indicates or fixes a limit or extent of the two portions . 
The boundary is also discernable because the entire structure, which inherently includes the boundary as discussed above , is 
discernable.. 

Applicant's argument that neither Mandelman nor Morita et al disclose the isolation structure contacting the substrate are addressed in 
the office action mailed 1/11/05. Applicant's argument relies on selective labeling of the elements shown by Mandelman and Morita et al. 
However, the elements are encompassed by the language of claim 13 as previously discussed. 

Applicants argument that Morita does not disclose a structure having a flat surface are also addressed in the statement of the rejection 
of claim 13 in the office action mailed 1/11/05. There are 3 flat surfaces (in the 2 dimensional drawing fig. 72) conforming to the trench 
walls and trench bottom. 
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
